City Of Flint 
May Sail Soon 


J. S. Ambassador To 
Norway Arrives To 
Take Charge Of Case 


By UNITED PRESS 

The American freighter City of 
Flint, shunted from port to port 
and cause of sharp exchanges be- 
tween Germany and Norway, is ex- 
pected to be on her way again 
soon. 

Mrs. J. Borden Harriman, United 
States minister to Norway, arrived 
today in Bergen, where the freight- 
er lay at anchor, once more under 
the American flag. She took charge 
of the case. Her conferences with 
the captain and the authorities there 
were expected to speed up a de- 
cision on what the ship will do 
next. 

Berlin revealed that it has made 
three demands on Norway: release 
of the German prize crew from in- 
ternment; surrender of the ship and 
cargo to Germany; or, at least, Nor- 
way to prevent the Americans from 
sailing away until negotiations are 
completed. 

Germany, through its newspapers, 
made a vigorous week-end attack on 
repeal of the American arms em- 
bargo, which will permit the allies 
to buy thousands more of Ameri- 
can airplanes, which have proved 
themselves effective in combat on 
the western front. 

Finland’s negotiators were still in 
Moscow. They last conferred with 
Soviet leaders on Saturday and may 
not have another meeting until 
Thursday. 

Premier Benito Mussolini follow- 
ed up last week’s cabinet shake-up 
in Italy by ordering an _ unspeci- 
fied increase in his personnel of 
the Italian army. The preparations 
indicated his determination to be 
ready for any emergency that 
might develop in Italy’s sphere of 
influence in the Balkans.

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MARINE CORPS PREPARING POWERFUL MOBILE 


BATTALIONS FOR QUICK ACTION 
IN U. S. DEFENSE 


WASHINGTON, (W)—The Marine 


Corps soon will have four power- 
ful, mobile battalions for defend- 
ing the navy’s major outlying bases 
from sea or air attacks, officials re- 
vealed today. 


Two of the units, known aSe“‘base 
defense battalions,’ have been or- 
ganized and are located at Paris 
Island, S. C., and San Diego, Calif. 
The other two probably will be 
formed by Feb. 1 and also will be 
based at San Diego. 

Formation of the battalions was 
made possible by President Roose- 
velt’s recent order authorizing an 
increase in marine corps strength 
from 18,000 to 25,000 enlisted men. 

The new units will comprise 719 
men each and will be equipped with 
anti-aircraft and five-inch guns, in 
addition to machine guns and rifles. 
They will be under direct orders of 
the commander-in-chief of the fleet 
marine force, head of the marine 
units aboard warships. 


The battalions will be organized 
so that they may be shifted on short 
notice in war time to areas threat- 
ened with air or sea raids. They are 
being based for peace time in South 
Carolina and California because of 
available housing and training fa- 
cilities. 

Complete organization of the four 
battalions will require 2,276 men. 
The remainder of the 7,000-man in- 
crease authorized will be added to 


the fleet marine force and to ex- 
isting guards at navy establish- 
ments,

' Vice Admiral Cecil Vivian Usborne 

is unperturbedly attempting to im-

Tall, slim, dignified, pink-faced 
and friendly, with strands of gray 
hair covering a baldish patch on the 
top of his head, the Chief Censor, 
in a blue lounge suit, has the air 
of a clergyman. He is called “Ad- 
miral” by subordinates and news- 
papermen. 

A lifelong naval man, his man- 
ner nevertheless is devoid of the 
blustering ways attributed to veter- 
ans in uniform. Quiet-voiced, he lis- 
tens to the problems of the news- 
papermen with a sympathetic ear. 

Born in Queenstown, Ireland, the 
second son of a naval captain, Vice 


Admiral Usborne’s first, and as far | 


as can be made out, only effort at 
poetry was made after the death of 
King George V, when he published 
a poem called “The Fleet’s Fare- 
well.” 


After retirement from the navy 
in 1933, he became an underwriting 
member of Lloyds. Early this year 
the British Council sent him to lec- 
ture in Yugoslavia. Rumania, Po- 
land, and Holland on Britain’s de- 
fenses. 


Last November he debated Nazi- 
ism with “the perfect Aryan wo- 
man,” blonde Unity Mitford-Free- 
man, who championed the Swasti- 
Ka. 

“The Admiral” was one of the 
first naval men to advocate pub- 


licity that Britain should give up |} 


Gibraltar on the grounds that Ce- 
uta would make a better fortress 
to defend. 

In 1915 he invented a mechan- 
ical apparatus which led to the in- 
troduction of the paravane mine 
protection.
